DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the RCE filed on 02/04/2008 . 

2. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chang (U.S. 5,230,049) 
in view of Bapat (U.S. 5,291,583), and further in view of Li (U.S. 6,063,133) to claims 1, 6, 1 1 
and 16 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment and Examiner's Amendment below. 

3. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chang (U.S. 5,230,049) 
in view of Bapat (U.S. 5,291,583), further in view of Li (U.S. 6,063,133), and further in view of 
Applicant Admitted Prior Art (hereinafter AAPA) to claims 3-5, 8-10, 13-15, and 18 is 
withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment and Examiner's Amendment below. 

4. Claims 1,6, 11 and 16 have been amended. 

5. Claims 1, 3-6, 8-11, 13-16 and 18 are pending. 

6. Claims 1, 3-6, 8-11, 13-16 and 18 are allowed, renumbered 1-14.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations, wherein an exemplary file with extensions is in accordance with the 
following . . . wherein an exemplary file without extensions is in accordance with the following 
... as substantially recited in independent claims 1,6, 11 and 16. 

The closest cited prior arts, the combination of Chang (U.S. 5,230,049), Bapat (U.S. 
5,291,583), and Li (U.S. 6,063,133) teaches a method of translating between extended grammar 
constructs to basic grammar constructs. However, the combination of Chang (U.S. 5,230,049), 
Bapat (U.S. 5,291,583), and Li (U.S. 6,063,133) fails to teach wherein an exemplary file with 
extensions is in accordance with the following . . . wherein an exemplary file without extensions 
is in accordance with the following ... as substantially recited in independent claims 1,6, 11 and 
16.
